plant operated by the Kaiser in- 
terests. 

(The United Press reported 
there was no immediate estimate 
of how much would be saved.) 

The firm will be permitted to 
complete planes now in final 
assembly stages. The Air Force 
said the cancellation action was 


taken “completely independently 
of the present.

The Air Force originally 
planned for Kaiser to produce 
about 300 C-123s, none of which 
has been delivered. 

Fairchild Costs Cited. 

Henry J. Kaiser contends that 
the initial cost of C-119 planes 
produced by Fairchild Corp. ran 
about $4,339,000 each. He said this 
put the cost of the first planes 
turned out by Kaiser—about $1,- 
200.000 each— in a very favor- 
able perspective.” Fairchild now 
is producing the planes for about 
527,000 each. 

Henry Kaiser has testified that 
the costs of the two planes are not 
comparable because Willow Run 
is a huge plant being operated at 
low capacity, and Fairchild at 
Hatersiown is a small plant in 
full operation. 

(An Air Force spokesman told 
the United Press it probably 
would be a “matter of months” 
before -C-119s in the final as- 
gembly stage are completed and 
production is cut off altogether at 
Willow Run. After that, he said, 
it will be up to Kaiser to decide 
how the plant is used.) 

Trouble With Subcontractors. 

The top Kaiser executives, 
Henry and his son, Edgar, have 
complained also of troubles with 
subcontractors. For one thing, 
they said one subcontractor de- 
livered 13 sets of defective air- 
craft wings.

WASHINGTON, June 24 (UP)— 
Chairman Charles A. Wolverton 
(Rep.), New Jersey, said today the 
House Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee will hold hearings July 1 
on recent increases in gasoline 
and heating oil prices.

Further Word Expected From South Korean

SEOUL, June 24.— The United 
Nations Command will stall ar- 
mistice negotiations at Panmun- 
jom until it gets a settlement 
with President Syngman Rhee of 
— Korea, it was learned to- 
ay. 

It still was hoped that Presi- 
dent Rhee could be prevailed 
upon to abide by the truce terms. 
However, he continued to main- 
tain there could be no truce be- 
tween South Korea and the Com- 
munists. 

One United Nations source said, 
“It is a difficult problem to get 
a realistic and rational solution 
from a man who has an obsession 
for uniting Korea by military 
force.” 

Gen, Mark W. Clark, U.N. su- 
preme commander, has used 
conciliatory approach in his con- 
versations with the 78-year-old 
president, apparently attempting 
to prevent any irreparable break 
with the Republic of Korea.

President Rhee may clarify his 
stand tomorrow when he will be 
principal speaker in Seoul as 
South Korea conducts nation-wide 
ceremonies on the third anniver- 
wy of the Korean war.

118-YEAR-OLD STONE 
MAPSION MADE INTO 


A MODERN HOME). 


A 118-year-old stone mansion 
on outer Gravois road, which was 
built by the son of one of St. 
Louis’s first English speaking 
residents, has been remodeled as 
a comfortable home by Robert G. 
Warner, an electrical contractor. 

The two-story structure, of 
king-size proportions by current 
standards, has long been a point 
of interest to persons passing the 
Gravois creek area where it 
stands. 

Dr. William G. Swekosky, den- 
tist whose hobby is the study of 
old buildings, said the mansion 
was constructed by Zenon Mac- 
kay, son of James Mackay. The 
elder Mackay, a Scotcnman, was 
a surveyor who fought in the 
Revolutionary War. 

Zenon Mackay, a justice of the 
peace and gentleman farmer, 
lived in the large house until his 
death in 1861. 

The Mackays once owned about 
100,000 acres in the St. Louis 
area, but by 1878 the family’s 


holdings had dwindled to slightly 
more than 41 acres. In 1885 John 
Zenon Mackay, Zenon's son, sold 
the stone mansion and 23 acres 
for $2600. The land was then 
used for truck gardening.

Presidential lieutenants who 
have talked to legislative chief- 
tains pictured Eisenhower as 
being eager to give Britain and 
France not only his own. but 
congressional assurance that the 
flow of military assistance to them 
will be continued. 

The House has voted a $4,998,- 
000,000 ceiling on foreign aid for 
the year beginning July 1. The 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee has approved a $5,318,- 
000,000 authorization bill. 

Chairman Wiley (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin, of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee said today he 
will sponsor an amendment to in- 
crease the President's authority 
to transfer funds from one area 
to another, perhaps more critically 
in need. 

Wiley’s proposal represented 
something of a retreat from his 
suggestion yesterday that the 
President be given unlimited 
authority to shift aid from one 
country to another or to withhold 
it entirely. 

Opposition to Free Hand. 

Senator Taft of Ohio, the Re- 
publican leader, said any such 
discreationary authority would be 
“too broad.” 
(Dem.), Georgia, of the Foreign 
Relations Committee and Senator

The Keating subeommittee first gave Jwus- 
tice Clark an oppertunity to testify voluntarily. 
This he rejected. Then the subcommittee re- 
ferred the question of a subpena to the full 
Judiciary Committee. Now the full committee 
has decided not to summon Justice Clark—and 
it has done so by the astonishing vote of 22 to 5. 

After the vote Chairman Chauntey W. Reed 
of Illifiois said that he was “not at liberty” to 
disclose the lineup. As if another one of the 
6.0. campaign claims was not that it would 
do the people's business in the open! 

Thanks to erterprising correspondents, the 
United Press found out and reported the names 
of the five who voted to subpena Justice Clark. 
They are Keating and Miller of ‘New York, 
Hydé of Maryland, Case of New Jersey and 
Hillings of California. 

Since the committee contains 29 members, 
this méans that 11 Republicans joined the Demo- 
crats in failing to vote for a formal summons to 
Justiee Clark te appear and testify. 

What earthly excuse can the G. O. P. give for 
backing away from this issue? The statement of 
Chairman Reed that some members opposed 
subpenaing the former Justice Department head 
because of the “impending adjournment of Con- 
gréss” is just so much nansense. 

The adjourniient of Congress is utterly ir- 
relevant. If the Keating subcommittee needs to 
hear Justice Clark it should hear him regard- 
less of Congfess’s continuance adjournment. 

It begins to look as if the G.OP, wants to 
cover tip not only for Justice Clark but for some 
of its own boys who got into the act. Who is it 
they are protecting? How many of their own 


are they trying to hide behind Justice Clarks 


judicial robes? 

Congréssman Keating calls it unthinkable 
that Justice Clark should éscape from giving 
an acéounting of his stewardship as Attorney 
General.

Time was when names like Norodom Sihan- 
duk and Nguyen Van Tam in an American news- 
paper could only mean that a new musical or 
play in the manner of The Sultan of Sulu” or 
“The King and I was on the bosrds.

Approaching the Rent Deadline 

The St. Louis Real Estate Board is advising 
property owners to be fair and reasonable in 
dealings with their tenants when federal rent 
ceilings are lifted at midnight on July 31, and 
this is all to the good. But human nature be- 
ing what it is, it is almost toe much te expect 
that the advice will be universally : heeded. 
There is bound to de some gouging and paying 
off ot old scores: the tri¢k will be te sa this 
to an absolute minimum.

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Visit From Mr. Roberts's Successor 

St. Louis is being favored with a visit from 
Leonard W. Hall, Republican National Chair- 
man and a large foregathering of G.O.P. party 
workers from Musouri and Southern Illinois. 
Chairman Hall is the former Congressman from 
New York, who succeeded the short-term Na- 
tional Chairman, C. Wesley Roberts of Kansas. 

Sponsored by Senator Carlson of Kansas and 
héartily approved by President Eisenhower in 
January, Mr. Roberts resigned in March under 
fire as a 10 per center in his home state. Oddly 
enough many newspapers which were deeply 


concerned about Democratic corruption either 


ignored or played down the news about the 
Roberts scandal. They contented themselves 
with editorial sighs of relief when Mr. Roberts 
packed his bags and went back to Kansas. 

As for Mr. Hall, this bluff, hearty six-footer 
served in the House of Representatives from 
1939 to 1952. He voted to kill reciprocal trade, 
to end Point IV, to scuttle price controls, to pre- 
vent social sécurity expansion, to block aid for 
hospital building, to kill slum elearanee and 


‘public housing, to curb REA. He was friendly 
to the offshore oil steal,.anti-trust éxemption for 


railroads and other measures against the public 
interést. 

One of the most Interesting facts about Mr. 
Hall is that although Wesley Roberts was paid 
at the rate of $32,500 a year, his successor from 
Oyster Bay rejettéd’ a salary on taking office. 
Burly Len Hall said he was getting enough 
from his law business to make it possible for 
him to serve his party without pay. The Boyle, 
Gabrielson and Roberts scandals hold no terror 
for the G. O. P.'s current party boss- man. 
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Fuel for Inflation 

The Senate Banking Committees vote to per- 
mit the President to Slash down-payment re- 
quirements on FHA-insured homes on which 
the mortgage is $12,000 or less seems like the 
first act of a real estate salesman’s dream. 
What it would do to the Administration's anti-in- 
flation policy is another matter. 

Under the bill, the President would be au- 
thorized to cut down payments to as little as 5 
per cent. Thus a housé selling for $12,600 might 
be purchased for about $600 down.

GEORGE H. WALKER 
DES IN NEW YORK 


Former St. Louisan Was 
Donor of Famous Golf 
Cup. 


George H. Walker, former St. 
Louisan, founder of the invest- 
ment banking firm bearing his 
mame and donor of the Walker 
golf cup, died following a heart 
attack today at his home in New 
York, after an illness of sev- 
eral months.

For Football Players? 


OLLOWING in the wake of 
F. growing campaign to pro- 

tect football players from 
facial injuries, we note that the 
well-known mouthpiece, here- 
tofore almost exclusively de- 
voted to protecting the teeth of 
fighters, is getting attention 
from coaches of college foot- 
ball teams. 

Jess Hill, of Southern Cali- 
fornia, has adopted the mouth- 
piece to safeguard players who 
have suffered previous dental 
injuries. And a former 
player for the Trojans, who is 
now a Doctor of Dental Surgery, 
has come up with a rubber de- 
vice which can be produced 
cheaply to fit mouths of vary- 
ing oral dimensions.

The new design in teeth 
guards, according to Columnist 
Braven Dyer of the Los An- 
geles times, “is made of winter- 
green flavored soft rubber and 
is held to the roof of the mouth 
by ‘suction, making it possible 
for the player to breathe 
through his mouth or talk with- 
out removing it.”

Good fishing tackle is expen- 
sive. There are very few fisher- 
men who feel they can afford to 
own a complete outfit of plug 
casting, fly fishing, and spinning 


tackle, and usually the angler 
will be content to invest in only 
one of the 
in its use. A good rod, reel, line, 
and the assortment of baits that 

a fisherman lugs around in his 
tackle box will usually cost close 
to $100, Multiply that by three 
and it amounts to a sizeable invest- 
ment. Also, the carrying of three 
rods and three tackle boxes, or 
one large box with enough stor- 
age space to accommodate the 
three types of lures, reels, and 
lines, would be an unwieldy load 
on any trip. 

This is especially true in float 
fishing. Fishing rods and lures 
are considered personal property 
and each angler dotes on his own 
pet tackle. Many fishermen have 
their tackle boxes stuffed with 
lures that have never ever been 
wet, Each indiivdual angler feels 
a certain amount of possessive 
pride when he opens his tackle 
box for inspection by his fishing 
partner. Lures, reels, and trick 
gadgets @re pointed to with pride 
and usually there is a weather- 
beaten, chewed-up favorite lure 
singled out that has “never failed 
to produce results—come hell or 
high water.” 

The viewing of this relic will 
be accompanied by a story about 
the Ozark fishing trip when noth- 
ing in the box produce a single 
strike.

Plastic and serve the purpose 
Providing extra, invisible te 
80 that anglers can cast light- 
weight lures, of the spinning and 
fly rod types, to much greater 
on the bait casting rod 
than could be accomplished with- 
out their use. 

Many of these casting bubbles 
are hollow and any desired 
weight can be obtained by filling 
them with water, glycerine, or 
shot. Others are made out of 
solid plastic with a built-in air 
bubble that gives buoyance to the 
bubble without the additions of 
any substance. When filled with 
water, the casting bubble weighs

Once only black sand 
is left at the bottom, they light 
a fire under the pan to dry the 
sand and then hold the pan at 
an angle over a piece of paper. 
They tap the pan lightly from 
the bottom with their fingers. 
Gold weighs two to three times 
as much as the sand. Both jump 
up with the tapping, but the gold 
jumps further and eventually 
lands on the paper. 


Ken found that you need a 
lot of experience to pan gold this 
so he worked up an- 
other scheme. The black sand is 
magnetite, he found, and is 
somewhat magnetic. He pours all 
he finds into a vial and takes it 
to his hotel. There he takes out 
his comb. He combs his hair with 
swift strokes to create static elec- 
tricity, holds it over the pan and 
lifts out all the sand until only 
gold is left—if there is any in 
the sand 


found rubies and sapphires near 
Helena, Mont. emeralds in North 
Carolina (including one of the 
rare Hiddenite variety which 
weighs about eight carats and 
whose value, about $500, makes 
it Ken’s prize specimen); — — 
marine crystals in creeks west of 
228 amethysts in Arkansas 
and Wyoming; and even a num- 
ber of excellent finds close to 
home.
